before May 1 of that year, and again, 
over the unanimous opinion of the 
commission, in December, 1921, grant- 
ed Germany a moratorium for 1922. 
Had this method been pursued fur- 
ther, It would have been better to 
abolish the commission entirely 
It 


is excellent that they have decided to 
restore its powers and it will be good 
to see the commission again reach a 
unanimous decision. Then we will see 
whether the restoration Is a real one

Metlvuselah'," Lawrence Langer, di- 
rector of the Theater Guild, is now 
en route to London, weighed down 
with pictures and full of explanations 


The pictures are to convince Shaw 


that "Back to Methuselah" waa suc- 
cessfully produced. The explanations 
are to turn aside the Shavian wrath 
which is expected to break out when 
the English dramatist learns that his 
ironclad rule of "not a single cut" 
has been broken. 


CALLED 'EM "QUITE MAD." 
It Is now known that when the 


Theater 
Guild 
last 
summer ap- 


proached Shaw In regard to tha pro- 
duction of the play ha consented, 
saying-, "You are quite mad, but If 
you absolutely must, go ahead." 


Now that the third and final cycle 


of the five-play adventure In drama- 
tired philosophy 
has 
been

pleted th» ambitious and highly ef- 
ficient Theater G-uild has an oppor- 
tunity to smile condescendingly on 
the greatest of English dramatists. 


The 
production, 
although of re- 


stricted appeal, was artistically and 
successfully completed and made tha 
most valuable dramatic experiment 
in yeais. 


But Shaw Is apparently sincere In

times when he was right. Particular- 
ly was this true In the wearisome sec- 
ond cycle, when the broad expanse 
of conversation and the chaos of clear 
ideas Induces the belief that Shaw 
better reali2ed the possibilities of his 
brain-child than did the foster par- 
ents who introduced it to dramatic 
society.

In other words, the 
public seemed to get the Idea that 
this or that financial Interest sug- 
gested the candidates for the office 
of School Board, and this of course 
has been one of the questions that 
has been talked about considerably

me that It would be a good idea (or 
the Board of Education to send out 
a questionnaire, asking the voters 
who .are our taxpayers, what sub- 
jects they think ought to be taught 
In our High School.

Many of these, cards might go to 


those who would not feei like even" 
expressing an opinion; but taken as 
a whole, It seems too', this plan would 
give the Board of Education a pretty 
clear Idea and conception of what 
the voters and the taxpayers In De- 
catur might or might not Want in- 
cluded In the-curriculum of the High 


School. At least I feel that It woal* 
be worth the cost of the questionn- 
aire!

And the Board of Education would/ 


then be in a position to know tha 
general concensus of opinion of tho 
taxpayers, as the Board does 
not 


usually hear from the patron of the 
school or the taxpayer unless he has 
a "kick" to make. 


Mr. idea In making this sugges- 


tion is simply to register construc- 
tive suggestions Instead of destruc- 
tive criticism, which seems to 
be 


verv popular nowadays. There surelv 
could bo no objection raised to tin 
tax payer who supports our schoolSi 
having a means of 
offering 
sug- 


gestive ideas which might be used 
by the Board to good advantage. And 
I feel sure that the present Board 
or nny other Board that you may 
elect In th» future, would be oni^ 
too glad to listen to Public Opinion** 
on this Important question.

Cost. 


At the conclusion of the meeting 


of the hard roads committee of the 
board ol supervisors Saturday after- 
noon a resolution was unanimously 
adopted to the effect that th» com- 
mittee proceed to secure the best In- 
formation possible as to the cost of 
building ths p r o p o s e d four-mile 
stretch of hard road east of Deeatur, 
with the Idea of submitting a bid for 
the contract on March 31 and also 
that the members of the committee 
confer with the state highway de- 
partment before taking definite action 
as to bidding on the contract. 


The committee, of course, would 


much rather have the contract for the 
road north of Decatur, but It Is im- 
portant that the road east be built sa 
soon as possible. It is also possible 
that the north road might not be 
built this year and it is also possible 
that the committee might not put In a 
successful bid on either contract. 


It la greatly desired to have both 


those roads built this year. It is not 


so important who gets the contract. 
If some other contractor underbids 
the county that will be all right. With 
the experience ths committee has had 
and the knowledge the members have 
gained of road work under various 
conditions the last year, It is believed 
that ths county will land at least one 
of the contracts.
